Applications  for  the  1957-58 
session  at  Presbyterian  College 
are  running  50  percent  higher 
than   last   year's   record   total. 

Presbyterian  young  people 
who  plan  to  enroll  at  PC  next 
September,  thus,  are  urged  to 
send  in  their  applications  as  soon 
as  possible  to  be  assured  dorm- 
itory  accommodations. 

Additional  dormitory  space 
during  the  past  two  years  has 
enabled  PC  to  increase  its  capa- 
city, with  the  result  that  an  all- 
time  high  of  541  students  were 
permitted  to  register  for  the  cur- 
rent session  last  fall. 

The  increased  enrollment  has 
been  accompanied  by  a  steady 
tightening  of  academic  require- 
ments for  entrance.

Presbyterian  College  alumni  have  thrown  strong  support  behind  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  Development  program  of  the  past  18  months,  the  latest 
issue  of  The  Presbyterian  College  Magazine  reports. 

More  than  $127,500  has  been  subscribed  to  date  by  PC  men  and 
women,    for    an    average    gift   of  


$193.30   per   donor. 

These  contributions  have  been 
concentrated  mostly  upon  the 
proposed  Memorial  Student  Cen- 
ter, a  longtime  alumni  dream  to 
erect  a  memorial  to  the  65  PC 
men  killed  in  World  War  II  and 
the  five  killed  in  the  Korean 
War.  Construction  is  scheduled 
to  begin  shortly  after  the  archi- 
tects complete  detailed  plans 
necessary  for  contract  bidding. 

This  support  from  among  PC's 
3,200  active  alumni  has  come  as 
part  of  the  broad  capital  gifts 
campaign  which  thus  far  has 
produced    more    than    $940,000.

Taylor    Martin,    Professor    of    Mathematics 

Stephen  Taylor  Martin,  associate  professor  of  mathematics  at  Pres- 
byterian College,  continues  an  outstanding  family  tradition  in  this 
department. 

His  father,  the  late  Abram  Venable  Martin,  directed  PC  mathematics 
for  more  than  30  years,  until  his  retirement  in  1934.  And  Taylor  Mar- 
tin, since  joining  the  Presbyterian  faculty  in  1953,  has  maintained  the 
same  combination  of  academic  excellence  and  awareness  of  student 
problems  for  which  his  father  was  noted.
